“ Water, water ev ery where and each dro p 
fit to drink” co uld be in the no t to o distant fu­ 
ture the jo y o us refrain o f all peo ples alo ng the 
sho res o f the Sev en Seas. That day will co me 
when salt water, no w co nv ertible lo fresh o nly 
at co nsiderable ex pense 1 1 5 to 2 0 cents a 1 00 
g allo ns 1 will y ield fresh water by relativ ely in­ 
ex pensiv e pro cesGes. 
“ The ancient pro blem . . . o f the desalting 
o f water,” Pre.sident Eisenho wer to ld the U. N. 
General .Assembly in his speech Aug ust 1 3 , “ is 
o n ihe thrcshho id o f so lutio n.” That so lutio n 
co uld mean as much to the wo rld, co uld rev o lu­ 
tio nize the o ld way s o f natio nal life as radical­ 
ly , as did the splitting o f the ato m. 
It isn't o nly po v erty -stricken desert lands 
that stand to benefit by cheap fresh water fro m 
salt. In the United States and o ther industrial 
co untries a serio us sno rtag e o f water is threat­ 
ened, no t o nly fo r numan co nsumptio n but also 
fo r industrial pro ductio n.

No w the v ario us studies hav e pro g ressed 
to the po int where the 1 95 8 sessio n o f Co ng ress 
v o ted $1 1 ) millio n to build and o perate, under 
Interio r Department superv isio n, fiv e dem o n­ 
stratio n plants to lest o ut the v ario us metho ds. 
The So v iet Unio n is kno wn to be co mpeting with 
this co untry in the race to o ffer — fo r instance, 
to the Middle East — an eco no mically feasible 
pro cess o f deriv ing fresh fro m salt water.

Ein­ 
stein could, of cour.se. hav e changed his name to 
Smith, b ut would he hav e gained greater tame as 
Smith ’ 
l.azariLs Strau.s came to the Enited States from 
Bav aria in lR.'i4 and tirst .settled in Talb otton. Geor­ 
gia. He toundcd a crockery b usiness in Columb u.s, 
Georgia, ab out a ceniury ago. .Alter the Civ il War, 
in 1866. Lazarus Straus cam e to New York where he 
entered 
the sam e 
b usiness, estab lishing what are 
nowaday.^ called conces.sions in department storc.s; 
he also retained a .separate crockery and glassware 
hu.sincss known as L. Straus & Sons. Out of this grew 
the great department store known as Macy's, and an 
interest in the Ab raham & Straus deiiartment store in 
Brooklyn, and sub sequently a chain of great b usines.ses. 
Lazarus Straus had three sons, Nathan. Isidor 
and U.scar, men of unusual distinction. Nathan through­ 
out his life wa.s known as a philanthropist, a lighter 
for cause.s. He, it was. who fought the b attle for the 
pasteurization of milk and wun it. To Nathan s heirs 
remained the original b u.siness which has b ecome 
Straus Uuparquel, Inc., which outfitted the galley of 
Ihe “Nautilus” isidor Straus wa.s the outstanding 
merchant whose genius b uilt Macy's into the leading 
department store in the world. 
Oscar went inta pub lic life. He wa.s graduated 
from Columb ia Cuiiv crsily and was a lawyer. He was 
.Minister to Turkey and a m emb er of the Perm anent 
Court of Arb itration at The Hague, filling out the 
term of former Pre.sident Harrison. He was reap­ 
pointed to The Hague position b y Presidents Roose­ 
v elt. Tatt and Wilson. He serv ed as a m em b er of 
President Roo.Hev elt’s Cab inet in the then com para­ 
tiv ely new position of Secretary ot Commerce and 
Lab or and ended his pub lic career as Amb a.ssador to 
Turkey. Oscar Strau:> was Inc author of a numb er of 
important b ooks in law and diplomacy.

ated. .A numb er of justices hav e 
repeatedly 
demonstrated 
their 
awarene.ss of prob lems of feder­ 
alism and their recognition that 
federalism is still a liv ing part 


of our system of gov ernment. . . 
“ We b eliev e that, m the liclds 
with which we are concerned and 
as to which we feel entitled to 
speak, the Supreme Court too of­ 
ten has tended to adopt the role 
of policy m aker without proper 
judicial restraint. We feel this Is 
particularly the case in b oth of 
the great 
fields we hav e dis­ 
cussed — namely, the extent and 
extension of the federal power, 
and the .superv ision of state ac­ 
tion b y the Supreme court b y v ir­ 
tue of the Fourteenth 
Amend­ 
ment. In the light of the immense 
power of the Supreme Court and 
its practical nonrev iewab ility in 
most instances, no more impor­ 
tant ob ligation rests upon it. in 
our v iew, than that of careful 
moderation in the exercise of its 
policy-making role, 
“ We are not alone in our v iew 
that the court, in many cases 
arising 
under 
the 
Fourteenth 
.Amendment, ha.s assumed what 
.seem to us primarily legislativ e 
powens. See Judge Learned Hand 
on the Bill of Rights. We do not 
b eliev e that either the Iram ers 
nf the original Con.stitution or the 
po.ssib ly 
.somewhat 
less 
gifted 
draftsmen 
of 
the 
Fourteenth 
.Amendment 
ev er 
contemplated 
that the Supreme Court would, 
or should, hav e the almost un- 
- b fflited 
policy-making

“ It is .strange, indeed, to re­ 
flect that, under a Constitution

spects, dominant power which it 
now wields. . . .

We find further that, 
on some occasions, a majority of 
the court cannot b e mustered in 
support of any one opinion and 
tha. the result of a giv en case 
m ay come from the div ergent 
v iews of indiv idual Justices who 
happen to unite on one outcome 
or the other of the case b efore the

An Ancient And 
# Urgent Problem 


“Water, water everywhere and each drop 
fit to drink" could be in the not too distant fu­ 
ture the joyous refrain of all peoples along the 
shores of the Seven Seas. That day will come 
when salt water, now convertible to fresh only 
at considerable expense <15 to 20 cents a IOO 
gallons! will yield fresh water by relatively in­ 
expensive p r o c e s s . 
“The ancient problem . . . of the desalting 
of water," President Eisenhower told the U. N. 
General Assembly in his speech August 13, ‘i s 
on the th r e sh o ld of solution." That solution 
could mean as much to the world, could revolu­ 
tionize the old ways of national life as radical­ 
ly, as did the splitting of the atom. 
It isn t only poverty-stricken desert lands 
that stand to benefit by cheap fresh water from 
.salt. In the United States and other industrial 
countries a serious snortage of water is threat­ 
ened. not only for numan consumption but also 
for industrial production. 
In 1952 Congress appropriated funds for 
studying various methods of desalting sea wa­ 
ter. also the brackish water found in some inland 
states. Among the many methods studied are 
the electric membrane (electrolysis), vapor com ­ 
pression distillation, solar distillation, critical 
pressure, osmosis, solvent extraction, freezing. 
Now the various studies have progressed 
to the point where the 1958 session of Congress 
voted $10 million to build and operate, under 
Interior Department supervision, five dem on­ 
stration plants to test out the various methods. 
The Soviet Union is known to be competing with 
this country in the race to offer — for instance, 
to the Middle East — an economically feasible 
process of deriving fresh from salt water.

Vet, the news was widely printed that Percy S. 
Straus Jr., a lawyer of Houston. Texa.**. has changed 
his name and the names of all his children. One ex­ 
planation was that a son hoped to make a position 
for himself in the scientific world and apparently the 
nam e was regarded as a handicap, although Lewis 
L. Strauss, no relation, headed for many year* the 
Atomic Energy Commission and Albert Einstein be­ 
cam e the greatest name in the scientific world. Ein­ 
stein could, of course, have changed his name to 
Smith, but would he have gamed greater tam e as 
Smith ’ 
Lazarus Straus came to the United States from 
Bavaria in 1854 and first settled in Talbotton, Geor­ 
gia. He tounded a crockery business in Columbus, 
Georgia, about a century ago. After the Civil War, 
in 1866. Lazarus Straus cam e to New York where he 
entered 
the sam e business, establishing 
what are 
nowadays called concessions in department stores; 
he also retained a separate crockery and glassware 
business known as L. Straus & Sons. Out of this grew 
the great department store known as Macy'*, and an 
interest in the Abraham Sc Straus department store in 
Brooklyn, and subsequently a chain of great businesses. 
Lazarus Straus had three sons, Nathan. Isidor 
and Oscar, men of unusual distinction. Nathan through­ 
out his hie was known as a philanthropist, a fighter 
for causes. He. it was. who fought the battle for the 
pasteurization of milk and won it. To Nathan's heirs 
remained the original business which has become 
Straus Duparquet, Inc., which outfitted the galley of 
the “ Nautilus.” Isidor Straus was the outstanding 
merchant whose genius built M acy* into the leading 
department store in the world 
Oscar went into public hic. He was graduated 
from Columbia University and was a lawyer. He was 
Minister to Turkey and a member of the Perm anent 
Court of Arbitration at The Hague, filling out the 
term of former President 
Harrison. He was reap­ 
pointed to The Hague position by Presidents Roose­ 
velt. Taft and Wilson. He served as a m em ber of 
President Roosevelt’s Cabinet in the then com para­ 
tively new position of Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor and ended his public career as Ambassador to 
Turkey. Oscar Straus was toe author of a number of 
important books in law and diplomacy. 


IHr 
Straus 
brothe rf 
have 
alw ays 
been 
re­ 
garded as am ong those m en in A m erican Jew ry 
of whom all Jew s were m ost proud. It w as not 
their wealth that w as so important as their v ery 
signiticant contributions to Am erican life. 
Isidor 
Straus created an entirely new concept of m er­ 
chandising which has co m e down to us today in 
the great efficiencies and savings of the large de- 
A 
partm ent and chain stores. Selling strictly for cash , 
he gave the purrhaser interest on his m oney to 
the tune of a six per cent saving and although 
m any found the notion quaint, it w as natural th U 
he should have thought of it because he was a 
believer in sound m oney and devoted him self to 
m ovem en ts for econom ic stabilisation. 


Lsidor was also a philanthropist and went in strong­ 
ly for the Americanization of the newer Jewish immi­ 
grants. For many years, he was president of the Edu­ 
cational Alliance, a settlement house then devoted to 
this cause. 
The Houston. Texas. St r a uses will now be known 
as Seldens. whidh is strictly their business. But the 
newspaper account of their venture in names will 
• cause many to recall the three brothers. Nathan. Isi­ 
dor and Oscar Straus who were such sterling Ameri­ 
cans.

Justices Urge Supreme Court To Use Restraint 


WASHINGTON — The 
Chief 
Justices of the highest court in 
each of ten states—seven of them 
in the North — have issued the 
most penetrating criticism of the 
decisions of the Supreme Court 
of the United States that has em ­ 
anated from any source in recent 
years. 
Coming as it does at the very 
time when the Senate and 1he 
House here have been debating 
whether to pass laws to restrict 
the jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Court and in some instances to 
reverse some of the points on 
which the court has erroneously 
interpreted 
the 
intent 
of Con­ 
gress. the wording of the docu­ 
ment us of more than passing 
interest. 
The report of the Committee on 
State-Federal 
Relationships was 
made public at Pasadena, Cali­ 
fornia, where the annual m eet­ 
ings of the Conference of Chief 
Justices and of the American Bar 
Association are being held. The 
Chief Justices of Massachusetts, 
New York State, Michigan, Wts- 
consm. 
Oregon. 
Minnesota and 
Maryland can hardly be charged 
with a “ Southern bias.” Indeed, 
the report o$ the Chief Justices 
did not mention the ‘'segrega­ 
tion" issue at all but dealt solely 
with the abuse of the right of 
the states by the Supreme Court 
(tf the United States. The docu­ 
ment says in part:

“ We are now concerned specif­ 
ically with the effect of judicial 
decisions upon the relations be­ 
tween 
the 
federal 
government 
and the state governments. Here 
we think that the over all ten­ 
dency of decisions of the Supreme 
Court over the last 25 years or 
more has been to press the ex­ 
tension of federal power and to 
pi ess it rapidly. 
“There have been. of course, 
and still are very considerable 
differences within the court on 
Ihese 
matters, 
and 
there 
has 
been quite recently a growing 
recognition of the tact that our 
government is still a federal gov­ 
ernment and that the historic line 
which experience seems to jus­ 
tify between m ailers primarily 
of national concern and matters 
primarily of local concern should 
not be hastily or lightly obliter­ 
ated. A number of justices have 
repeatedly 
demonstrated 
their 
awareness of problems of feder­ 
alism and their recognition that 
federalism is still a living part 


of our system of government. . . 
“ We believe that, in the fields 
with which we are concerned and 
as to which we feel entitled to 
speak, the Supreme Court too of­ 
ten has tended to adopt the role 
of policy maker without proper 
judicial restraint. We feel this is 
particularly the case in both of 
the great 
fields we have dis­ 
cussed — namely, the extent and 
extension of the federal power, 
and the supervision of state ac­ 
tion by the Supreme court by vir­ 
tue of the Fourteenth 
Amend­ 
ment. In the light of the immense 
power of the Supreme Court and 
its practical nonreviewability in 
most instances, no more impor­ 
tant obligation rests upon it. in 
our view, than that of careful 
moderation in the exercise of its 
policy-making role. 
“ We are not alone in our view 
that the court, in many cases 
arising 
under 
the 
Fourteenth 
Amendment, has assumed what 
seem to us primarily legislative 
powers. See Judge Learned Hand 
on the Bill of Rights. We do not 
believe that either the fram ers 
of the original Constitution or the 
possibly 
somewhat 
less 
gifted 
draftsmen 
of 
the 
Fourteenth 
Amendment 
ever 
contemplated 
that the Supreme Court would. 
or should, have the almost un­ 
fun d e d 
policy-making 
powers 
which it now exercises. 


‘‘It is strange, indeed, to re­ 
flect that, under a Constitution 
which provides for a system of 
checks and balances and of dis­ 
tribution of power between na­ 
tional and state governments, one 
branch of one government — the 
Supreme Court — should attain 
the immense and. in many re­ 
spects. dominant power which it 
now wields. . . . 
“ It has long been an American 
boast that we have a government 
of laws and not of men. We be­ 
lieve that any study of recent de­ 
cisions of the Supreme Court will 
raise at least considerable doubt 
as to the validity of that boast. 
We find first that, in Constitu- 
- tional cases, unanimous decisions 
are comparative rarities and that 
multiple opinions, concurring or 
dissenting, are common occur­ 
r e n t^ . 
"We find next that divisions in 
result on a 5-to 4 basis are quite 
frequent. We find further that, 
on some occasions, a majority of 
the court cannot be mustered in 
support of any one opinion and 
tha. the result of a given case 
may come from the divergent 
views of individual Justices who 
happen to unite on one outcome 
or the other of the case before the 
court. . . .

to 75. or even 95, years................

Constitution 
expressly 
sets up its own procedures for 
amendment, slow or cumbersome 
though they may he. lf reason­ 
able certainty and stability do 
not attach to a written Consti­ 
tution. is it a Constitution or us 
it a sham? 
“T h e s e frequent differences 
and 
occasional 
overruling* 
of 
prior decisions in Constitutional 
cases cause us grave concern as 
to whether individual views as 
to what is wise or desirable do 
not 
unconsciously

more dispassionate consideration 
of what is or is not Constitutional­ 
ly warranted. . . .

and that it should be adhering to 
“ the limitations of judicial pow­ 
er.” instead of “ merely giving 
effect to what it may deem de­ 
sirable.” 
This is a scathing rebuke of the 
present Supreme Court, though 
the criticism does go hack in 
some instances to previous per­ 
sonnel as well.

If the American people had 
been told fifty years ago that an 
offspring of John D. Rockefeller 
would aim for the governorship 
of New York, they would think 
they were dreaming. Or if they 
h id been told that the son of 
Wall Street railroad speculator 
Edward H. Harriman would be­ 
come Governor of New York, they 
would have been equally incred­ 
ulous. 
Both of the old gentlemen were 
highbinders who trod ruthlessly 
on the public interest and were 
hated in return. John D Rocke­ 
feller. founder of the Standard 
Oil empire, pioneered the practice 
ol buying up pipelines so that no 
oil men could sell unless they 
sold through Rockefeller. 
Since 
he controlled the pipelines, he 
fixed the price. 
The 
nam e 
Rockefeller 
was 
cursed all through the West, and 
the laws which some oil men now 
want to change were put on the 
statute books in order to prevent 
the cutthroat tactics of the man 
whose grandson is now running 
for Governor of New York. 
Contemporary with the elder 
John D„ another highbinder nam ­ 
ed Harriman was busy gobbling 
up. not pipelines, but railroads. 
He got control ot the Union P a ­ 
cific, and then plunged into a 
race with Jam es J. Hill for con­ 
trol 
of 
the 
Northern 
Pacific, 
which led to the most serious 
crash then known on Wall Street. 
Teddy Roosevelt, who also blast­ 
ed John D. Rockefeller, called 
him the greatest wrecker of Am­ 
erican business.

Today H arrim an s son is Gov­ 
ernor of New York and Rocke­ 
fellers grandson is running for 
Governor of New York 
In fifty years they have re­ 
versed public opinion. Both did it 
by dedicating their lives to public 
service. And the American peo­ 
ple. who don t hold the sins of a 
father against his son, have for­ 
given the past. 
Averell Harriman, still the larg­ 
est stockholder in the Union P a ­ 
cific. has 
spent 
twenty 
years 
working for the government. As 
Sec retary of Commerce. Ambas­ 
sador to England. Ambassador 
to Russia, head of Mutual Aid, 
he became one of the most ex­ 
perienced public servants of this 
generation. 
He has charted his 
course not by his father but by 
his grandfather, a famous Epis­ 
copalian minister. 
The Rockefeller family, fifty 
years ago. 
got tired of being 
haled and hired Ivy Lee as public 
ielations 
adviser. 
He 
advised 


them to do good in the world and 
public relations would take car* 
of itself. They have been follow­ 
ing his advice 
The Rockefellers 
have been giving away their mil­ 
lions—to colleges, hospitals, for 
medical research, national parks, 
and the improvement of the Good 
Neighbor 
Policy in Latin Am­ 
erica, 
Nelson 
is 
sincere, 
idealistic, 
public-spiritcd, 
h asn t 
had 
as 
much 
governmental experience 
as Averell Harriman, and, para­ 
doxically. is a friend of Harri- 
m an’s.

He m a r­ 
ried Betsy Cushing, former wife 
of Congressman Jam es Roose­ 
velt. is the brother in law of Wil­ 
liam Paley. head of the Columbia 
Broadcasting System, and owns 
four TV stations of his own.

John Foster Dulles, grandson of 
John Foster, comes to London, 
he seldom consults Whitney.
